The program has just been an- 
nounced in an open letter to the 
alumni of this college in the Alum- 
ni Bulletin, and according to re- 
ports on campus “this is it,” as 
far as the new dorms and other 
improvements are concerned. Pres- 
ident Woodward has said that taese 
are “our objectives for this year, 
1947. * * * The weeks just be- 
fore us while the Genera] Assem- 
bly is in session, is the time of 
decision.
